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Police get tough on 
school-run drivers

FOURTEEN fixed penalty notices 
have been issued in just two and a 
half days as part of a police crack¬ 
down on drivers who park irrespon¬ 
sibly outside schools. 

East Cambridgeshire Police 
launched an initiative on road safe¬ 
ty at the district’s schools this week. 

On Monday PCSOs were at St 
Mary’s Junior School and St John’s 
Primary School in Ely in the morn¬ 
ing to monitor the drop-off period. 

They then returned to both 
schools - and Weatheralls Primary 
School in Soham - in the afternoon 
for the pick-up period. 

Seven £30 penalty notices were 
issued and three traffic offence re¬ 
ports were written. 

On Tuesday PCSOs were at Mill- 
field Primary School in Littleport 
and back at St Mary’s Junior School 
in Ely. 

They were outside both schools 
at drop-off and pick-up times. Five 
fixed penalty notices were handed 
out - all at Millfield Primary. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) morning 


PCSOs were back at Weatheralls, 
Millfield and St John’s. A further two 
fixed penalty notices were issued. 

PCSO Maria Robinson said: “The 
parents, the teachers and the chil¬ 
dren are all being really positive and 
are supporting what we are doing. 

“We don’t actually want to is¬ 
sue penalty notices - we just want 


to improve the situation on the 
roads.” 

Speaking outside St Mary’s on 
Monday morning, Sarah Isaacson, 
of High Barns, whose son attends 
the school, said: “It’s a huge issue 
and I’m pleased the police are get¬ 
ting tougher. 

“The majority of those parking

where they shouldn’t are parents 
who are too lazy to walk their chil¬ 
dren to school. 

“It’s putting other people’s chil¬ 
dren in danger and it’s got to stop. 

“A lot of them also park up the 
side streets and block people’s 
driveways.” 

Mum-of-two Anna Mclean, of 
nearby Clayway, added: “It all

comes down to one thing - laziness. 

“I walk my children to school but 
the majority of parents just can’t 
be bothered and insist on getting 
as close to the school gates as they 
can.” 

PCSOs will be at different schools 
- both secondary and primary - 
unannounced each day at drop-off 
and pick up times until next Friday, 
January 29. 

The message to parents is that if 
they are parked irresponsibly near 
schools they will be fined - and 
could even get points on their li¬ 
cence. 

Sgt Phil Priestley said: “We carried 
out a survey on our Policing East 
Cambridgeshire Facebook page 
earlier in the year. One of the main 
issues raised was parents parking 
irresponsibly outside schools. 

“It’s not about us going out there 
to simply issue drivers with tickets, 
it’s about the safety of children.”

SOHAM’S Volunteer Police 
Cadets are learning how 
they can help to protect el¬ 
derly and vulnerable people 
in their local area. 

On Monday night, a 
Link:Age Intergenerational 
Project event was held at So- 
ham Village College and the 
young cadets met with or¬ 
ganisations which support 
vulnerable residents. 

Having received the lat¬ 
est Scams and Fraud Edu¬ 
cation training from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
Trading Standards, the ca¬ 
dets were able to ‘role play’ 
various scamming scenarios 
with organisations such 
as Neighbourhood Watch, 
The Bobby Scheme, The 
Royal British Legion, The 
Care Network and Littleport 
Timebank. 

The event was organised 
by the Police and Crime 
Commissioner’s outreach 
worker, Rebecca Avery. 

Andrew Fayers, a local 
Trading Standards officer, 
said: “These young people 
are in a unique position to 
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support particularly vulner¬ 
able people in their own 
communities. 

“Police cadets are ap¬ 
proachable and trusted in 
the community so can now 
put their newly acquired 
knowledge into practice.” 

Volunteer Police Cadets 
follow an intensive 13- 
week induction programme 
which prepares them to 
support community safety, 
devoting at least three vol¬ 
unteer hours per month 
with activities ranging from 
supporting police at events 
to delivering crime preven¬ 
tion advice to the public. 

15-year-old Head Ca¬ 
det Parsley said: “I grew up 
watching cop shows and 
knew joining the police 
force would be the career for 
me. This training has been 
particularly rewarding - 
meeting already-established 
groups has given me real 


insight into how I can bet¬ 
ter support vulnerable peo¬ 
ple. I am looking forward to 
putting some of what I have 
learnt into practice.” 

Police Cadet Schemes are 
now established in Soham, 
Peterborough and Wisbech, 
and plans are currently un¬ 
derway to roll the scheme 
out to Cambourne and 
Cambridge City. 

Sir Graham said: “I am 
thrilled to see the cadet unit 
in Soham progressing so 
well. 

“This work promotes 
greater understanding and 
respect between genera¬ 
tions, helping to create more 
cohesive communities. 

“Some of the ideas the 
young people came up with 
on Monday night were fan¬ 
tastic, from cleaning war 
graves to helping vulnerable 
members of the commu¬ 
nity with odd jobs such as 
changing light bulbs.”

Peter, whose family has 
been involved with eel 
fishing for hundreds of years, 
announced his retirement 
from the profession on his 
Facebook page. 

He says he has decided to 
give up following numerous 
changes to fishing laws and a 
drop in eel stocks. 

Peter, who is a familiar 
face in the Ely area, said: 

"It breaks my heart but I 
can't live on empty pockets. 
So the last wicker eel hive 
and grigg have been lifted 
from the river, I will not be 
making anymore. 

"I've found employment 
elsewhere but still working 
around the waters." 


TWO people have been arrested in 
Stretham on suspicion of human 
trafficking and modern day slavery. 

Police made the arrests at a 
residential address last week. 

A police spokesman said: 

“A warrant was executed at an 
address in Stretham and two 
people have been detained on 
bail. They continue to assist us 
with our enquiries.”

HEARING 


Tribunal told 
of solicitor’s 
‘dishonesty’ 


A SOLICITOR who was 
struck off for failing to keep 
his clients’ money separate 
from his own, or that of his 
firm, ran up a cash shortage 
of over £200,000, a tribunal 
heard. 

Jeremy Humphrey Ashton 
Roberts, a former partner of 
Bendall Roberts Limited in 
Market Street, Ely, appeared 
before the Solicitors Disci¬ 
plinary Tribunal in London 
on November 10 following 
investigations carried out by 
the Solicitors Regulation Au¬ 
thority (SRA) in 2012. 

Bendall Roberts Ltd ceased 
trading in any form in 2011 
and Mr Roberts retired last 
March due to ill health. 

But as previously reported, 
Mr Roberts was still struck 
off - and ordered to pay over 
£31,000 in court costs. 
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The full findings of the 
hearing were published last 
week. 

The tribunal heard that Mr 
Roberts, who was not pre¬ 
sent or represented at the 
hearing, ran up a £202,000 
shortage in the client ac¬ 
count. 

He admitted adopting a 
new system for handling 
client money from the mid- 
2000s and says it was aimed 
at keeping his firm’s over¬ 
draft below a £40,000 limit. 

Mr Roberts, who qualified 
in 1967, claimed he was an 
“old-school” solicitor who 
had failed to keep up with 
accounts rules - and denied 


he had acted dishonestly. 

But the tribunal described 
Mr Roberts’ conduct as “one 
of the most blatant and sys¬ 
tematic instances of dishon¬ 
esty which could be imag¬ 
ined”. 

Five allegations were put 
forward by the SRA, includ¬ 
ing that he failed to keep 
other people’s money sepa¬ 
rate from funds belonging 
to him or his firm, withdrew 
client money from the client 
account in circumstances 
not covered by the Solicitors 
Accounts Rules, and failed to 
act with integrity. 

The tribunal found that all 
allegations were proven. 

Hall Ennion and Young so¬ 
licitors now operate from the 
former Bendall Roberts Ltd 
offices - however they had 
nothing to do with the case.

‘Damp house is 
making us ill’ 



A COUPLE say both their 
physical and mental health 
is suffering due to “disgrace¬ 
ful” issues with damp inside 
their home. 

Jacqueline St Clair Laing 
and her partner, Elizabeth 
Everett, moved into their 
Sanctuary Housing-owned 
bungalow in Duck Lane, 
Haddenham, in 2012. 

The self-employed clean¬ 
ers say some of the prop¬ 
erty’s walls were damp when 
they moved in, and that 
Sanctuary told them it was 
because the walls were “dry¬ 
ing out”. 

Jacqueline, 52, said: “We 
believed them then but 
we’ve since found out that 
we’re the property’s third 
tenants, and that the two 
tenants before us had ex¬ 
perienced bad damp issues 
too. 

“The bungalow has an his¬ 
torical damp problem which 
has not, and still is not, be¬ 
ing addressed.” 

The couple say the damp 
worsened - mainly in their 
kitchen, lounge and ‘snug’ 
room - and that in Decem¬ 
ber 2014 they contacted 
Sanctuary to tell them that 
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their skirting boards were 
rotting. 

Jacqueline said: “The 
skirting boards were crum¬ 
bling away where the water 
had risen up through the 
floors. 

“We were pushed from 
pillar to post - nobody at 
Sanctuary was willing to ac¬ 
cept any responsibility and 
it wasn’t until June last year 
that they eventually came in 
to do the work. 

“They re-plastered the 
walls, put in new skirting 
boards and in September the 
works were signed off mean¬ 
ing we were able to start re¬ 
decorating and moving our 
furniture back in. 

“We bought lovely new 
flooring, which was due to 
be laid in October, but when 
we lifted the old flooring 
up, everything underneath 
it was drenched. And that’s 
the situation we’ve been in 
ever since.” 

Jacqueline said: “The ma¬ 
jority of our furniture is still 
in storage, including the 
new flooring, and Liz and I 


have been living in the bed¬ 
room for months.” 

A spokeswoman for Sanc¬ 
tuary Housing said: “In No¬ 
vember we were due to raise 
the floor and install a layer 
of insulation as well as re¬ 
place the lino, however this 
was delayed at the request 
of our tenants and resched¬ 
uled for January 18. Late last 
week they requested that 
the work be put back again. 

“We are in discussions 
with the family... we would 
like to carry out the repairs 
as soon as possible.” 

But Jacqueline said: “New 
floors cannot be laid and 
other work cannot be car¬ 
ried out until the damp is¬ 
sues are addressed properly. 

“By cutting corners all 
Sanctuary are doing is cost¬ 
ing themselves, and us, extra 
money. 

“Mine and Liz’s physical 
health and mental health 
is really suffering now. We 
can’t keep living like this, it’s 
disgraceful.”

Car crashes in 
to restaurant 
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A CAR crashed into the Old 
Fire Engine House in Ely - 
just moments after a mem¬ 
ber of staff had been in the 
restaurant’s food prepara¬ 
tion room. 

Ann Jarman, who runs the 
award-winning restaurant 
with her husband, Michael, 
says it is a “miracle” that nei¬ 
ther the elderly driver nor 
any staff were hurt. 

The incident happened 
at the restaurant, located in 
St Mary’s Street, at around 
12.30pm on Sunday as staff 
were busy preparing for a 
busy lunch sitting. 

Ann, who opened the res¬ 
taurant in 1968, said: “It was 
pretty scary and my good¬ 
ness the consequences could 
have been so much worse. 

“I was at home in Soham 
when it happened but we 
rushed over there when we 
received the phonecall. I 
couldn’t believe it when I 
saw the damage. 

“The French doors of 
the store/prep room were 


all smashed and the im¬ 
pact of the car had shunted 
everything in there over to 
the other side of the room 
against the fridges. 

“Staff are always in and 
out of the prep room, and 
just moments before it hap¬ 
pened one of the girls had 
been in there. 

“It really is a miracle that 
nobody, including the driv¬ 
er, was seriously injured or 
killed.” 

Police and the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
Trust (EEAST) attended. 
An EEAST spokesman con¬ 
firmed that the driver was 
uninjured and that she was 
discharged at the scene. 


Ann said: “I felt terribly 
sorry for the driver. She was 
actually booked in for lunch 
with us and was trying to 
park her car when the acci¬ 
dent happened. 

“She said she accidentally 
pressed the accelerator in¬ 
stead of the brake... She was 
very shaken and apologetic. 

“We did have to turn peo¬ 
ple away and affectively 
close for the day but the 
thing that matters is that no¬ 
body was hurt. 

“The doors will be re¬ 
paired, and it was business 
as usual again for us on 
Monday morning. It was the 
first time we’d had to close 
the restaurant in 48 years.”

Who are they 
kidding? 

I AM writing in response to 
Councillors Hobbs & Every's 
letter in Ely News on January 14th 
regarding the proposed residential 
development of Barton Road car and 
coach park. 

I find it laughable (if it were not so 
sad) that our elected representatives 
seem to think it possible to squeeze a 
quart into a pint pot. The claim that 
192 public car parking spaces will be 
maintained rising to 205, smacks of 
nothing more than desperation in the 
face of the growing opposition to this 
ridiculous scheme. 

If it were possible to extend the car 
park to the full extent of the Council 
Depot then further spaces could be 
found. But where would the market 
stalls be stored? They are kept in 
the city for a reason. They have to 
be hauled - BY TRACTOR! Hardly 
likely, then, that the council are going 
to pay overtime to the poor soul who 
would have to get up even earlier 
each morning to fetch them from 
further afield... 

In the meantime Poets House 
car park, which nets the council 
a substantial sum in rent every 
year, has disappeared out of the 
equation.

When questioned, 
Councillor Hobbs was unable to 
discuss this "confidential" matter with 
me. 

And what about that giant turkey of 


a housing development the council 
are proposing? Would a private 
developer be allowed to build 
right up to the path, well forward 
of the established building line in 
a Conservation Area AND obscure 
stunning views of Ely Cathedral and 
Kings School Field?

If the Conservation Officer 
recommends these properties are 
pulled back from the road (which I 
sincerely hope she does) then that's 
at least 24 car parking spaces lost 
right away. As far as the coach parking 
is concerned, we are offered nothing 
more than vague suggestions of land 
being found elsewhere. So why not 
build your houses there and leave 
Barton Road alone? 

Money... It's all about money. 

The decisions of the Planning 
Committee MUST be seen to be 
impartial. But, in the face of massive 
cuts in government funding to local 
authorities, is it any wonder that 
proposals such as these are putting 
more and more pressure on our city 
and our public servants? 

One last thought... 

During and after the Second World 
War there were some temporary 
buildings on the old Barracks 
Ground. These were demolished 
and the rubble from them used in 
the construction of the car park. The 
Contamination Assessment Report 
makes no mention of these buildings. 
It does, however, suggest there is a 
"likely" probability of asbestos being 
found onsite (presumably as the car 
park is classed as a brownfield site). 
Further, the report recommends 
"sampling and testing of made 
ground and near surface natural soils 
to confirm ground conditions". 

As far as I can see from the planning 
website, this has not happened. 

So, do the Council REALLY want to 
open up a potentially contaminated 
piece of land in close proximity to a 
school, residential area and public car 
park? What's it really worth?

Parking already 
inadequate 

IN response to the reply from 
Councillors Richard Hobbs and Lis 
Every, I would suggest that vehicle 
parking in Ely is already inadequate. 
Ely has doubled in population 
since I moved here in 1992, and 
yet the quantity of roads and other 
infrastructure for cars and coaches 
has not altered. On the basis that 
facilities for 12,000 in 1992 were 
sufficient, they certainly are not good 
enough for a city exceeding 20,000 
that we have now. 

The other point is that even if current 
parking facilities were good enough 
for the Ely citizenry, it is worse than 
useless on the days when there are 
special events going on, and we 
welcome significant numbers from 
outside. 

These days take place more 
frequently than we imagine (or are 
even aware of); one thinks of the 
Open University graduation days, but 
I am sure than nobody on the council 
is aware that last Saturday, Kings Ely 
welcomed over 400 athletes and their 
(car driving) families from all around 


for the County Schools Cross Country 
Championships. 

Anyone trying to find a parking space 
at the Paradise Sports Centre last 
Monday evening would have been 
considered very, very lucky. 

The councillors mention the drop-off 
point in The Gallery, BUT how would 
coaches GET to The Gallery? Yes, 
from the right turn at the traffic lights 
opposite The Lamb hotel! So a road 
that is already inadequate (apologies 
for limited vocabulary) will become 
even more congested, thereby 
causing more frustration and delays. 
What a good way to encourage 
visitors to the city! 

We all know that there is social and 
economic value in building more 
houses, but if the council needs to 
increase the number of householders 
in Ely (and the question "why?" might 
be pertinent here), there are surely 
better - less contentious - locations 
slightly away from the town centre 
to the north, south, east and west.

This adds more 
confusion 

I HAVE read the letter from 
Councillors Richard Hobbs and 
Lis Every in last week's paper 
and also the similar (but shorter) 
statement published on the ECDC 
website on 12 January attributed 
to unspecified members of ECDC 
speaking at the council meeting on 
7 January, and headed "Questions 
answered over proposed Barton Road 
development". 

Far from answering questions, the 
letter and ECDC statement add 
another layer of confusion. So far as 
I know there are no plans indicating 
the revised layout of the car park 
to incorporate the suggested coach 
drop-off point. 

The planning application will in 
due course be considered by ECDC 
Planning Committee. 

I believe it is usual practice for the 
Planning Case Officer to make a 
recommendation to the relevant 
committee having taken account 
of, among other things, the policies 
in the development plan and the 
responses from consultees and 
members of the public. He or 
she could recommend refusal or 
approval, or contact the applicant 
to discuss changes which might 
make the proposal acceptable. The 
intervention of two councillors, 
in their capacity as Chair and 
Vice Chair of ECDC Commercial 
Services Committee seems to have 
pre-empted the proper and full 
consideration of the points raised 
by members of the public - the 
consultation period runs until Friday 
22 January. The other worrying aspect 
of this is that by coincidence, both 
Richard Hobbs and Lis Every are 
Ward Councillors for the Barton Road 
area which includes the application 
site. 

It would have been better if they had 
refrained from openly backing this 
controversial planning application in 
such a premature fashion. 

It is not clear whether the suggested 
"shortterm drop-off and pick-up 
point (15 minutes max stay) which

will be established within Barton 
Road car park" will accommodate 
one coach, but I have assumed that 
this is the intention. As the councillors 
suggest, this could also act as a drop¬ 
off point for King's School pupils 
which usually takes place before and 
after coach visits. This could work 
well if the space is laid out properly, 
but with the necessary coach turning 
area there would be much less room 
for car parking. 

Supporting Plan Ref: P02 Revision 
K "Proposed Site Plan" prepared 
by Haysom Ward Miller Architects, 
submitted with the application shows 
an access to the car park which can 
"support large cars" - not coaches. It 
could be widened, but what happens 
when a second coach arrives while 
the first is loading/unloading? The 
second coach driver won't be able to 
see into the car park (which will be 
screened by houses) and may pull in 
before he finds the drop-off space is 
in use. 

He will then need to reverse into 
Barton Road or try to circulate 
through the car park. 

The councillors' letter has been 
published, so nothing can be done 
about that, but surely the confusing 
12 January statement on the ECDC 
website should be withdrawn, as it 
purports to change the basis of the 
planning application for 11 houses, 
without the submitted plans having 
been modified.

PLANS to make a public footpath in Soham 
the subject of a special police order have 
been given the go-ahead. 

Last year, police announced they were 
considering placing a Public Spaces Protec¬ 
tion Order on Footpath 102 - the path run¬ 
ning through the centre of Soham Village 
College’s grounds and adjacent to the Ross 
Peers Sports Centre.

“Cambridgeshire’s continued 
success depends on the next 
generation having the right 
skills. 

“By linking schools and busi¬ 
nesses, and showing young 
people the opportunities 
available to them, we can 
make this happen.” 

Form the Future CIC says the 
service comes in response 
to complaints from employ¬ 
ers that students are insuffi¬ 
ciently ‘work ready’ and skills 
shortages are plaguing many 
of the region’s fast growing 
businesses. 

“While careers education is 
a statutory requirement for 


schools, it is under-resourced 
and often overshadowed by a 
focus on exams,” said Mark 
Cooper, skills lead for the lo¬ 
cal LEP. 

He said: “This new service 
provides vital resources to 
ensure business engage effec¬ 
tively with schools so that our 
young people understand the 
skills needed locally to sup¬ 
port our growing economy.” 

Only in October, Form the 
Future CIC helped to organ¬ 
ise the East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Careers and Skills Fair 
which saw business owners 
and hundreds of Year 11 and 
sixth-form students from Ely 
College, King’s Ely, Witchford 
Village College, Soham Village 
College and Bottisham Village 
College coming together for 
speed networking and Q&A 
sessions at Ely Cathedral.

POLICE are warning motor¬ 
ists that they could be pros¬ 
ecuted if they are caught 
attempting to drive through 
flooded roads. 

The warning has been is¬ 
sued by Cambridgeshire 
Police following numerous 
incidents where drivers are 
ignoring the ‘Road Closed’ 
signs on the Welney Wash 
Road. 

The road re-opened on 
Tuesday after being closed 
for more than a week, forc¬ 
ing drivers to take lengthy 
detours. 

Last Thursday alone, fire¬ 
fighters were called out to 
the flooded route on two 
separate occasions after 
motorists got stuck.

Minister’s visit to see 
school project in action

EDUCATION and Childcare Min¬ 
ister Sam Gyimah was in Littleport 
last week. 

He visited Millfield Primary 
School on Thursday to learn more 
about how the school and its staff 
support children as they move from 
childcare into primary school. 

In April last year, the school 
- and Littleport Community Pri¬ 
mary School - were chosen to trial 
the Starting School Together pro¬ 
gramme. The scheme, orchestrated 
by the Professional Association for 
Childcare and Early Years (PACEY), 
encourages childcare profession¬ 
als, schools and families to work 
together to help children settle into 
primary education. 

The minister met with PACEY 
members, school staff, early years 
providers and parents to talk about 
the project, which was made pos¬ 
sible thanks to a grant from the De¬ 
partment for Education. 

Initial results from the project 
show that children have higher 
levels of wellbeing, self-confidence 
and independence than the na¬ 


tional average. Parents also report¬ 
ed feeling more confident about 
their child starting school. 

The initiative supports fami¬ 
lies with educational toys and re¬ 
sources, face-to-face meetings, 
and an online toolkit in the run-up 
to starting school, while informa¬ 
tion about how well children are 
progressing is shared via a secure 
online site between providers, 
schools and parents. 


Liz Bayram, chief executive of 
PACEY, said: “The Starting School 
Together pilot project has dem¬ 
onstrated that strengthening the 
partnerships between parents, 
childcare professionals and teach¬ 
ers can really help children make 
a positive start to school and also 
ease the anxiety felt by parents. 

“We very much hope that the 
project can be rolled out to other 
areas of the country.” 


Speaking after his visit, Mr 
Gyimah said: “I was delighted to 
meet with the children and staff at 
Millfield Primary School and talk 
to some of the people who have 
been central to making the Start¬ 
ing School Together project such a 
success. 

“It was encouraging to see how 
settled the pupils are, thanks to 
the dedicated staff who have eased 
their transition, and to hear how 
the project has supported families 
making the move from early years 
to primary education. 

“The project is a great opportu¬ 
nity to build on the good practice 
of nurseries, childminders and 
schools who already work together 
to ensure children coming into full 
time education have the best start 
possible and it was helpful to hear 
their thoughts on the project as 
we look at how we can encourage 
more partnerships like these.” 

A pilot is also running in two 
schools across North Yorkshire. 

An independent evaluation is 
being conducted by University 
College London’s (UCL) Institute of 
Education (IOE) and findings will 
be available in March.

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SHOCK: The price of crude oil has brought the cost of fuel to new lows 


F UEL could become 
cheaper than bottled 
water if the price of 
oil continues to plummet, 
motoring experts have said. 

Oil prices have fallen 
by 30 per centsince early 
December, with Brent crude 
sinking to 30 US dollars a 
barrel earlier this week. 

Many analysts are 
predicting it could tumble 
even further, with Standard 
Chartered warning that 10 US 
dollars a barrel is a possibility. 

The RAC said this could 
lead to UK motorists paying 
just 86p per litre (ppl) for 
fuel, as long as the pound 
does not continue to weaken 
against the dollar. 

In December major 


supermarket fuel retailers cut 
petrol to under £1 per litre 
for the first time since 2009 - 
excluding promotions - while 
diesel was given the same 
treatment last week. 

Average prices across 
the country are 102.5ppl 
for petrol and 103.2ppl for 
diesel. 

RAC fuel spokesman 
Simon Williams said: "With 
no apparent end in sight to 
the freefalling price of oil, 
motorists can expect some 
really low fuel prices in 2016. 

"Breaking through the 
pound a litre price point for 
both petrol and diesel was 
clearly a welcome landmark, 
but it looks as though there is 
more to come. 


"In fact we may get to a 
bizarre time when a litre of 
fuel is cheaper than a litre of 
some bottled waters." 

The motoring organisation 
claimed that diesel should 
have already been cut even 
more given current oil prices. 

"Retailers still need to pass 
on more wholesale price 
savings on diesel to motorists 
at the pump, as the wholesale 
price is still 3p a litre cheaper 
than that of petrol," Mr 
Williams said. 

"We should really be 
seeing diesel priced several 
pence cheaper than petrol on 
every forecourt, to the point 
where the average price of 
diesel goes below that of 
petrol."

Audi delighted at ‘Car 
of the Year’ win for A4 


T HE Volkswagen Group has 
dominated a car awards 
ceremony despite being 
engulfed by the diesel emissions 
scandal. 

The Germany-based company 
won nine of the 19 categories 
at the What Car? Car of the Year 
Awards, including the top overall 
prize which went to the new 
Audi A4. 

VW Group admitted in 
September that it had fitted 
software to engines in a bid to 
cheat tests for nitrogen oxides. 

Some 11 million diesel vehicles 
are affected worldwide, including 
almost 1.2 million in the UK. 

The company also admitted 
that the stated C02 levels for 
around 36,000 vehicles may 
have been set too low, giving 
an inaccurate portrayal of fuel 
consumption. 

Among the other VW Group 
models which won awards were 
the Skoda Octavia (best family 
car), Volkswagen Passat Estate 
(best electric car) and Porsche 
Boxster (best sports car). 

What Car? insisted that none of

the award winners were affected 
by the diesel emissions or carbon 
scandals because they are 
powered by the latest generation 
of engines, which have all been 
"recertified" in recent months. 

Jim Holder, the magazine's 


editorial director, said: 

"Our guiding principle is to 
recommend the best cars on sale 
today. We have tested all cars 
with our unrivalled rigour and 
scrutiny on a level playing field 
with all of their rivals. 


"Regardless of the scandal, the 
VW Group still builds cars that 
rank among the very best on 
the road and, tested against our 
criteria covering all of the rational 
reasons that consumers choose 
one car over another, the results 
are clear to see." 

But he added that the company 
faces a "huge journey" to 
rebuild the public's confidence 
and acknowledged that some 
motorists would "simply look to 
our runner-up recommendations" 
when choosing which car to buy. 

Audi's head of sales for Europe, 
Dominique Boesch, said the 
A4's Car of the Year prize was 
recognition of its "advanced 
engineering and design". 

What Car? said the vehicles 
were put through a "rigorous" 
testing process to assess 
real world fuel efficiency, 
performance on different types 
of road and ownership costs 
such as purchase price and tax 
implications.
